Since I started this latest thread with my meter damage woes, I'll 
comment. I found a good used meter thanks to the generosity of someone 
on this list (thanks!! You know who you are!). Also found a spare 
not-working I-177B but with a good meter. So my repair problems are 
solved. 


Here's what I learned: 


Add diodes across the meter to limit the drive. Going to measure the 
resistance of the bad one and calculate the voltage drop at 1.4 MA to 
see what diodes to use. 


Had a suggestion about a capacitor across the meter too, but I can see 
how that could affect calibration so may not go that far.... 


Thanks to all for all the tips/suggestions. The donor meter was a 
freebie so I owe somebody else who needs help I can give. I'll continue 
to watch.

Thanks all, for the info regarding the pilot light in this drive. I'll go cob 
up a bracket of sorts to mount it and look forward to seeing that little 
window 

illuminated when operating. 


Several asked what type of regen I was building: 


I got an older regen via mail a couple years ago, with a Utah Jr. transmitter. 
It was very nicely built mechanically, however someone recently (not me!) 

shot it with a type of black paint that didnt cure (leaving a sticky mess) 

. The larger problem was that almost every solder joint in the radio was a 
cold one. There were even two (hidden under tape!) that were just wrapped 

and never soldered. 


I finally gave up after fighting too many ghosts caused by all the 
intermittant 
solder joints, removed all the components (not too difficult since many of 


the 
wires/leads had not even wet when soldered...just the solder lug!) and rewired 
the entire thing. Volia! It works well. 


The circuit that I (re)built was out of a 48 QST magazine, and was called 
"The Old Stand By". Surprisingly, it is very very similar to the series 
Bruce Vaughn has so nicely been writing up in Electric Radio. Indeed 

I preyed upon Bruces kind advice in modifying the circuit somewhat 

and interpreting some of the decisions made in component selection. 


The basic lineup is a 75 detector, followed by 


6SQ7-->6SQ7-->6F6 as the audio chain. The stages are resistance 

coupled and it uses plug in coilforms, a band set, and bandspread variables. 
Listening on 40 this weekend, I am amazed by its sensitivity. Based 

on some info from Bruce, I'm going to try to rewind the coil a little bit 
differently , to try and get the transition into regeneration a bit more 
smooth. 


First I have to get it all back together, after the repaint job, and 
disassembling 
cleaning and reassembling the National Vernier. 


This is going to be a fun radio to use !!
